The Freshet—\We had a great fall of Fain on 
Saturday last. which raised thé water in many of 
the streams above their banks. In Otsego and 
Schoharrie the rain was most severe, and much 
damage was sustained by the destruction of mill- 
dams and of erops omthe intervales. Thre Llud- 
son Was filled to the ‘top of its banks. 

The wate#s had hardly began to subside in the 
lesser stréains, and had not ceased rising in the 
Hudson, when, at eight o'clock on Monday eve- 
ning, it commenéed raining again. and continued 
with great violencé and very little intermission, 
for 16 hours. The effect wads, that all the flats 
and islands upon the Hudson, the Mohawk, and 
their tributary streams, were completely inanda- 
ted. The luxuriant crops of grain; ¢rass &e, 
which were upon these fertile lands, have either 
been greatly injured or utterly destroyed —The 
rye had been principally harvested ; but immensé 
quantities of wheat, grass, flax, oats, &c. were 


ruined by this afflicting Providence. The dams - 


age is incalculable. Those who know the extent 
of the intervales upon the Hudson, the Mo- 
hawk, Schoharrie kill, Battenkill, Hoosick river, 
&c. may form an imperfect idea of the wide 
spread devastation. One farmer in Montgomery, 
we are told, had 100 acres of the finest wheat 
completely ruined. The Mohawk river is said to 
have been higher than at any time during the last 
eight years. ‘the Hudson was not so high by 3 
feet asin 1814. though the water came into the 
lower stories of ‘all the buildings in Quay-street, 
and into most of the cellars in South Market- 
street. Several industrious citizens, who have 
spent the season in cultivating gardens upon the 
islands opposite and below this city, have suffer- 
ed severely, for they have lost nearly their all. 
We have as yet Jearnt very few particulars from 
the country. The water began to fall at 4 o’clock 
on Wednesday aiternoon, and last evening was 
principally confined within the banks of the riv- 
er—Aliany Argus.

ledgeville, of the 14th Tnstant, to a gentleman in 
this place, we vonderstand, that the assemblage of 
Indians at Fert Hawkins, ih Georgia, early in this 
month, consisted of between 14 and 100; and 
many were prevented frou atiending, from the 
circumsianee of their crops being then on hand 
—thaf their conduct at aud during the publie 
comncils, was marked with great decorum. The 
prineipal chieis dined every day witb gen. Mitch- 
elf, the agent of Indian ‘alfairs; and in the after- 
noon executed or completed ihe points which 
had been previously discussed aud decided upors 
in council—at this meeting, We are cratified 1» 
learn, that the United States’ agent bad the good 
fortune to prevail upon tem to abrogate their au 
cient law of retaliation upon some one of the 
relations of a murderer, Wheu the principle or 
person had committed the murder, could not be 
taken—by which they have reli: quished the prac 
tice of indiscriminate fevenge. On this point 
they tave passed a writfen laty. The agent has 
also procured theit conséut to a cession of a 
piece of land Iving befweei the line run under 
general Jackson's treaty, and the Ockmulvee riv- 
er, east of a cri¢k emptying iuto that river, a 
short dislanee below the town of Hartford. This 
shuts them out entirely from our eastern frontier, 
and will secure the inhabitants in that quarter 
from Indian aggression. The day the United 
States agent left them, an unfortunate affair took 
place—the Indians having Feecived a considera- 
ble sum of money from the United States, sorié 
of the young warriors determined to have « frol- 
ic before they went hoine. A principal warltor; 
the one who had been next in command, te M’- 
Intosh, daring the service they! performed under 
general Jacksoti, among others got drunk, and 
killed his own nephew. The chiefs titmediately 
convened, and after ascertaining the fact of the 
murder, they ordered the perpetrafor to be im- 
mediately taken and executed, which was doné 
in less than one hour aller the deed had been 
committed.
